There Is an adage long in use which |
makes the assertion that Republies are
ungrateful, It s assumed that despotie
governments are otherwise. The King
owes hils own preservation and the per-
petuation of his Kingdom to the fidelity
of his subjeets. A wise ruler rewards
those who have shown thelr loyalty in
their deeds,

All are not  to be troasted—trenchery
often attains nigh places andis nowhere
#0 dangerous as when it approaches the
fountain-head of the government. ov-
ornments are estubli=hed for the welfare
of the peaple and shoulid be for the pros
tection of all elasses, This §s the ohief
Idea of a Republican form of govern-
ment, and anything short of this is an
imposition upon the people,

Every individual is endowed by na-
ture with personnl gl property vights g
hut ho hag no security in the pos<ession
of either out=ide of governmoent protee-
tion. Laying aside that  profection
which the govermmoent aflords, and left
to the merey of the lawless,  the rich
would bocome poor indeed, or the poor
would  hecome mirgerable under  an
aristoeratic rule. The nocessities for
the establishment of Governient are
absolute, and the perpetration of just
ones is of the highest possible fmport-
ance, The American Republie arose
from its own necessities, All alike re-
ceive protection now, (thanks to a loyal
Congress) und where protection isoflered
respongibilities nre incurred, If all
classes are remembered with equal care,
equally then are all classes under olili-
gationsa to maintain the government;
but no ¢lass is under obligation to it
without protection.

Governments are either continued by
moral and intellectual edueation of all
classes, or by keoping in hand large
standing armlies.
more enlightened Nations has approved
of the Commmon Rchool system; and
those who would receive the greatest
protection from the government are un-
der the highest obligations to maintain
our Comman Schools. Intelligence is
the nursery of patriotism, and the great-
est legacy a country can bestow upon
#oldler is the education of his children,
or it may be the orphans of him who is
no longer permitted to exercise n fath-
er'scare.

The foundations of the experimental
American Republie were laid deep and
strong in the wisdom of its founders,
and the war of the Rebellion could not
have arisen in any section of the coun-
try if the idea of our Common Sechools
and the equallty of all men had not heen
mistaken or abridged. Prosperity had
followed and flattered this nation in nn
unexampled manner, when suddenly
its very existence was threatened with
annihilatlon. It was then the puara-
mount duty of every one who was un-
der ehligations to the government (and
all had been except the slave) to rally
promptly or to encourage others to its
maintainance. It may be said that the
government owes Its gratitude to no
one for simply doing his duty, and in
repaying atsuch a time the indebted-
ness dup the Government for the favors
of a life-time received ; but when we re-
flect upon the strange apostacy of a large
proportion of the American people—the
treason of hundreds of thousands of
those in whom democracy only existed
In the name, our gratitude as a people
I8 due those whostood asa “wall of fipe"
between us and the enemies of our gov-
ernment.

When the hour of trigl eume many
well meaning men were found laden
with excuses, Owqe perbhaps had recent-
Iy married s wifv; snother had pur=
chased » yoke of oxen; and another
woukd satixly his conscience by paying
$800, instead. Not a fow who professedd
loyalty, were in the habit of traducing
and bellittleing the service of the com-
mon. soldier who acted in the discharge
of his duty, expecting thereby to exalt
themselves in their neutrality, They
were no doubt concious of the fact that
the country needed their services with
the knapsack and, musket, and could
beat excuse themselves in making sold-
lering appear unpopular. The substi-
tute brokerage was carried on upon a
large seale, and by this method and the
payment of large bounties many of the
sons of the wealthier elasses fuiled to re-
ceive a call to come to time, Money
what was it, and bounties what were
they ? If uny one expected the mouey
80 obtained was to repay him for & three
years eampaign—for the hospitalitics of a
prison homeZon Belle Isle or at Ander-
sonville, he was doomed to utter disap-
pointment,

The broken constitutions, the erip-
pled and mutilated forms of those who

have returned, all answer, the money
did not pay. No nor money never can,
